— The following byelaws for regulating the 
disposal of corpses and burial places within the limits of Cannanore Cantonment 
made by the Cantonment Board, Cannanore in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (12) of section 282 read with section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 
(II of 1924), are hereby published for general information, the same having 
been previously published and havin'? been approved and confirmed by the 
Central Government, as required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said 
Act, namely:— 

BYELAWS FOR REGULATING THE DISPOSAL OF CORPSES AND BURIAL 

PLACES WITHIN THE LIMITS OF CANNANORE CANTONMENT 

1. No person shall leave unburied a corpse conveyed to the burial mound or 
except with the prior written permission of the Cantonment Board, dispose of 
any corpse within the cantonment limits otherwise than by burying it, 

2. No person shall bury, or cause to be buried, the body of any person in any 
burial ground within cantonment limits, otherwise than in accordance with the 
following conditions:— 

(i) that each grave shall be of such a depth that every part of every 

coffin or body shall be at least four feet below the level of the surface 
of the ground; 

(ii) that the body shall be interred within eight hours after its arrival at 

the burial ground; 

(iii) that the body shall not be buried in any vault or grave of masonry 

with a permanent floor which it is intended at any time within 
fourteen years, to re-op^n unless the coffin or body be separately 
entombed in an air-tight manner by properly cemented stone or 
brick-work; and
